Orr.^w.i., Aup;. 28. — One of the gravest 
coiistittitioual questions which has ever 
arisen in Canada is evidenced by the 
correspondence whijh took place be- 
tween Lord Aberdeen und liia late min 
islers a few days before the Tupper min- 
istry resigned and which wiis presented 
to parlianienl to-diiy. The Uovernur- 
Geueral contended that as the Tupper 
ministry was formed when no parliament 
existed, its acta Avere in an unusual 
degree )>rovisional. The fact that the 
govern meiil failed to aecuro sujiiiort at 
the pulls ill his; jttdoinent increased the 
limitations of the siliiatioii. He lays it 
down as a ])riiiciplc that a goveriimeut 
should avoid nil acts which may etii- 
barrass a Bui;ct'cding government , li'or 
this and other reasons he withholds his 
consent to the appointments of senators, 
judoes and public ofBcere generally. 
With regard to senators, lie points 
out that in a house of seventy-eight 
members there are only five I.,iberal8, 
and tliat if the Tupper government had 
ap|>ointed niorc of their friends it might 
have led to friction between the two 
brancliea of parliament. At to tlie 
jutlicial appointments iJis JOx.cellency 
conteiids that the current deduction that 
the judges would be in synipatby 
politically with the government appoint- 
ing them is not annaliiriil. 

tiir Charles Tupjier in a lon^'tliy 
nieiaoi iiidiiiii rejihes to Lord .-V berdeen's 
conitiiuiiic;iti(jii. tie cites .May, Todd 
and other constitutional authorities to 
show tliiit the defeated government con- 
tinued in full poBBcasion of its ofhcial 
authorities and functions as long as it 
retained the seals of oflice.

Wagon Koatl Now Being- Construct- 
ed to the "Alberui" Miue 
ou Mineral Hill. 



Mr. George A. ICirk has returned from 
Alberni, \vher(3 he wont a few days ago 
to be present at the first clean-up on the 
Duke of York hydraulic claim on Ohitia 
creek.As the washing done by the moni- 
tors on the claim has been of a prelimin- 
inary character and the bush fires of a 
few weeks ago burned up all of the lum- 
ber for the undercurrents and suspended 
washing for sotno time, it waa not ex- 
pected that this month's clean-up would 
produce any large amount of gold. In 
fa(\t only ten days' washing was accom- 
plisheil. However, in spite of that 
fact, the result of the clean- 
up was highly satisfactory, especially as 
until the sluices could be extended and 
Butlicieiit ground cleaned to place them 
properly the coarser gold could not be 
saved. Mr. Leveridgo, the superin- 
tendent, whose extenBivc e.\))erieiicc in 
the management ot hydraulic mines in 
California makes him a most competent 
authority on the snbject, is well pleased 
with the showing the mine has made, 
the preliminary clean-up being, in his 
opinion, a sure indication that theRravel 
is rich and will pay remarkably well. 
Now that the water in t he creek has 
lowereil enough, a lino of sluice boxes is 
being run lo work the creek bed 
in the main clumnel, and next 
month will see the monitor doing steady 
work waBliiiiR the gravel into the Hhiices, 
while undor-currenls and grizzlies will 
be made too on the part that baa already 
been cleared out for thoir reception. 

At Mineral Hill development work is 
going on biiskly at the Alberni aud 
other claims. A wagon road is being 
surveyed from the Alberni to l)e Ueau.x 
by way of the Ace of Si)ades. This will 
give an easy grade and enable transpor- 
tation to bo made more advantageously 
than by the trail as hitherto, not only 
for the Alberni but for quite a number 
of other claims. The ore atruclc in the 
tunnel of the Alberni is as rich as that 
in the shaft, and free gold can be panned 
out of it. The boiler for the mill has 
started from Alberni for De Beaux and 
will be placed in position as quickly as 
possible. 

Forest fires aro still giving trouble at 
Alo,-riii, iliu woods being on lire in 
plH'-es between the town and Chimi 
Cret k and also on Mineral Hill. The 
fir« at one time came within lifteen feet 
of the Alberni mine cabin, but was 
beaten back without doing any damage 
to the building.

No one will be surprised to find that 
Sir Charles Tapper has been chosen 
leader of the Coii.servative party uiuiiii 
mously and rnthutiiuj-tically. lie is. tin 
ri<;ht man for the place, and Cuiiserva- 
tivii.s, ni)t (}nly in Parliament, hut in 
ever}' province of the Dominion, are 
happy to aeeord to him the position 
which he is so eminently qualified to 
fill. Sir Charles Tapper has 
proved himself to be a patri 
otiu ^t'lte.sinaii, and a t^kilfiil 
Iiolili'jal fzeneral, iVith the Con.serv 
live party ami the conntry may depend 
upon luH perl'orniirii; the very important 
duties ol leatlerof Her .Majesty 's ( )puosi - 
tion in a way which will not only further 
the interests of Conservatives as a party, 
but which will be conducive to the wel 
fare of the country. 



STILL RETICENT. 



While the election campaign in North 
Grey was tioin^ on the Government or- 
Kansdid their hest to create the impres- 
sion that lliii ^faiiitolia :^cho()l ipief-lion 
was on the point ul hein^; settled. It 
was reported that Idon. Mr. Sifton, .Utor- 
ney-General of Manitoba, had l)een in 
Ottawa, had had several interviews with 
the Premier and that the ne^o 
tiationa were progressing awimminnly 
When Mr. Sifton returned to 
Winnippj; he win of course 
terviewed In' the newapajjer rejiorters 
who no douht expected to heai- that 
t'verythiii<4 was settled anil that the day 
•of secrecy and retieenee on the Mani- 
toba school queation had gone by. But 
if they had any such expectations they 
were cruelly disappointed. Jlr. Sifton 
was very guarded in what he said on 
thai delieate Htihjeet. He did not take 
•even the repre.-'oiitative of the i iovei-ii- 
ment organ into his contidenee. After 
having admitted that the school 
({ueation had been discussed by 
his colleagues and himself with 
the Dominion Government and 
that the "whole iiueHtion would in 
a day or two he fully and most careluUy 
(Xjnsidcred hy the local cahinet " the fol- 
lowing roiivei b-atioM took place helweeii 
him and the reoui ter of the Trilmne: 

" Do you hope that a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the matter will he anivedal?" 

"Yes; 1 think there is a reasonahle 
ground for hojie that the is.^ue will h,i 
eatisfaelory.'' 

'• How will it be ascertained wiietlier 
or not the settlement is satisfactory to 
the people of Manitoba? " 

" I suppose by the legal and const itu- 
tionul way of making it satiafaeiory to 
the government who represent the pc^o- 
ple — lliere is no referendum in .Mani- 
toba." 

"Can you say whether the settlement 
will he "along the line <il the (jH'cr to 
secularize the schools or along that of 
giving time for religious iutitnietion after 
school liotirB?" 

" I am afraid I cannot say anything 
• more than what I have said in a very 
general way that the wiiole question baa 
been diBcussed and that we hope that a 
solution will bo arrived at that will be 
quite satisfactory." 

The information gained by the inde- 
fatigable reporter amounted to just 
nothing at all, and if the Dominion 
miniatera had been aa reticent as .Mr. 
Sifton, the asBuraneua so eoiilidiMilly 
given in the East were perfectly ground- 
leas. There ia this, however, to be 
gleaned from the little that Mr. Sifton 
did say, which is that the terms of set- 
tlement, whatever they may be, ore not 
to bo Bubmitted for approval to the peo- 
ple of Manitoba. Considering the vt^ry 
profound respect which the Greenway 
Government always professed to \ 
have for the |)eople the remark of

It heads its article 
with the very signilicaiit wi>rd " Beware,"' 
and says " The British Columbia papers 
are'notso cock-eure about big fortunes to 
be made|\vithl^ritishColumbia golil mines 
as our esteemed eon lein|io ratios of 'I'oroii- 
lo, seem to he. The ^'alu•onver World 
print.s a few wordsof warning, the repro- 
duction of which here nniy save some- 
body some money. The Wurhl aaya," — 
and then it proceeds to quote the 
World's calumny against the public- 
men of the province. The Spectator 
did not know that the World when 
challeuizi d to prove its aci usatioii did 
not attempt to iirodnee a single 
particle id evidence to sho',v that it. 
was well rrouuded — that, in fact, 
it was not false and malicious. 
It is difhcult to say what harm the 
World's recklessly false statements may 
have tlono this Province. Yet its impu- 
dence is quite as great as its reckless- 
ness, foi. instead of witiulrawiiii; its nc- 
ctisation when it was unable to jjrove it 
to be true, it jauntily aaya that it has 
reason to believe that its calumnies and 
wanton lies have luMi ' ' ell'ectual ." 



the speculative element cannot be got 
rid of. It is generally impossible to tell 
without some testa wiietlier a mine ia ' 
going to pay or not. Money is neceaaary i 
to make the test; and the only safe rule ; 
is to advance no more than is necessary ! 
to make the tests. Till the tests are.' 
made, there is uotiiing of certain value , 
to sell. I 

" When gold is found to exist in jjay- ' 
ing (luantities, the question arises, how 
mui;h of it is there? and even here, 
there is need for caution. It is not safe 
to rely wholly on an eneineer in tJio pay 
of the owners of the property, if a large 
deal is contemplated, Capituliata, if 
they act prudently, always insist on iip- 
jiointing their own engineer to examine 
the property ; and even then, all need 
for caution does not ,cease. Jf honest, 
the mining engineer may sometimea be 
deceived; and he ought not to take 
much for granted that is beyond _ the 
reach of vision. Against the possibility 
of being misled by others, be baa to 
gtianl,UH welt as against the lure of 
" salting " and other devices. Wtien a 
mine has hiicn develoiied and is regu- 
larly producing, it ia still necessary to 
reiiiemher that its riches aie liiuiteil, 
and it is desirable it possible to a.'-cer- 
tiiin how long it may leasonahly be ex- 
pected to continue to prodiu'e. 

"If the ri^lurns in the shape of div- 
idends are looked to exclusively, it luiist 
not he forgotten that in that form are to 
come not only |irolit, hut also, if at all, 
a return of the capital, within the term 
of the estimati'd duration of the mine; 
if a redemption fund be created as a 
means of returnmg the capital and it ia 
safely liascil, the dividend has to lie 
looked to only for |)ro(it. Hcstular otli- 
cial returns, duly attested, illustrating 
the working uf tlie mines, ought to be 
rciiuiicd hy the government. They 
slioulil show, as in the Triinsvaal, the 
product of eiich iiiiiic, the (•oi-l of work- 
ing, the piiili! |-i'alisc.l and a great many 
other I liiiifTH. Ill this way the interest 
ot investors would he to some extent 
b^nfc'riinvded. If m i iie'-^ arc left todoas 
they like without e.ecoiintaliili t y, they 
will not fail sometimes to do simie 
strange things." 



I'ERSOSALITIKS. 

The San Francisco Argonaut, tliougli 

politically oi>posed to Bryan, proteslH 
against the attacks that have been made 
on his personal character liy l)0th He- 
ptihlicaris tiiul (iold Democrats. .•\c- 
eording to the Argonaut's account, Mr. 
Bryan in private life ia a most estimable 
man. He has lived a useful and a blame- 
less life, and all that can be said 
against him is that his political oninloiis 
are unsound and that he has heconie the 
zealous advocate of a vicious currency 
system. After giving a abort hiogra])h- 
ieal skettdi of the I'opocratic candidate, 
the .Vrgonaut goes on to eiiy : 

When we add to this the fact that not 
only is he an .■\meiicaii of the .Wiieri- 
eans, Init a man of the most simiile lite; 
that he springs from a deeply religions 
family ; that he is a devoted iidherciit of 
thi' I'reahyteriaii faith, and a legiilar at- 
tendant at the services of that chiirrli; 
that hia life ia like an open book; that 
no scandal has ever smirched him; that 
he has neither the liquor nor tobacco 
habit ; that he is a devoted husband, a 
kind father and a good citizen — when we 
have said these things, all of which are 
true, it is easy to see that attacks upon 
Bryan's life or I'ryan'a eliaracter will 
injure only those wdio make them. 

I'.very sensible man uiusL admit that 
the .Vrgonaut takes the jiropcr groiuid , 
To attack a political candidate on jicr- 
aonal grounds is both foolish and wrong ; 
to abuse liim and to calumniate him ia 
wicked and cruel, and, besides, those M'ho 
do so are more likely to injure than to 
benefit the cause they advocate. I'er- 
s inal atlaidcs are better calculated to 
create a sympathy for the man again.st 
whom they are directed than to do him 
harm in a political sense. 

There is danger, however, in going to 
the other extreme. It would be e.x- 
ceetlingly silly for any man who believes 
that the policy which .Mr. Bryan tijiholds 
is oji]io,-:ed to the giuieral welfare to vote 
for liini hecause he is a good ci ; izi-n and a 
devoted adherent to any particular 
church. Stupid and politically dangerous 
asBUch acourse is there are thousands who 
|)iirsne it nnd feel that they are acting 
virtuously when they do so. They do 
ii'jt seeoi to realize that wliiMt nn estim- 
ahle man voles on the M"n;ng side he 
does <|uite as much injury to the cause 
of ritiht as the greatest reprobate with 
whom he is politically asBOciated. Tho 
good man's vote on the wrong side i.s 
not qualiHed in the least by hia re- 
ligions zeal or his domestic virtues. A 
political vote should he given on political 
eon"iderations and on those alono. If 
Hryan were the saintliest man on earth 
the elector whose views on the money 
ijuestion are sound should vote against 
him without hesitation, and be glad 
that it was in his power to aid in pre- 
venting him doing harm to his conntry.

Xicw VoitK, .\u;;. -8. — Hilton, Hughes 
it Cii., once .-V.T.Stewart A Co., have 
made au assignment to G. N, Wright, 
without preference. Among the banks 
the failure is re;,'arded as due to the 
(rradnal decline of business. Tbelirrn's 
creilit in the last live years has bei-ii 
liailly ini[iaiieil. It is understood little 
of the linn's single-name ]iaper is out. 
The lirui has been reducing stock for 
several weeks, and recently wa.'i under- 
stood to have received about tl'oO.OOi), 
which has been used in reducing liahil- 
ities. It is believed all the merchandise 
and general debts can be paid in full out 
of the sale of stock and collections of 
outstanding accounts. The bank paper 
ia secured, and will of course all be paid. 
Negotiations are iiending for the sale ol 
th(' entire slock, which, if carrii^d 
through, will result in a settlement ol 
the debts in a very short time. .Mauley 
.\I. Gillmn, general mamigi-r of the con- 
cern, stated that it was his oi)inion that 
the great Broadway house has closed its 
doors for good. 



The anti-Mongolian meeting in the 
city hall last evening drew a huge audi- 
ence, well filling the council chamber. 
Shortly after eight o'clock Mayor Beaven 
entered and opened the proceedings by 
inviting the meeting to choose a chair- 
man. In response Aid. Marchant 
promptly nominated His Worship, and 
those present having signified their 
nuani mous Mjiproval of this choice, the 
Mayor proceeded with ;v brief introduc- 
tory address, incidentally reminding the 
meeting that in the legislature on sev- 
eral occasions he had directed his efforts 
towards preventing the importation of 
Chinese for jiurjioses of the con- 
struction of railways and other |uiblic 
woiUs. lie introdui;eil Mr. ,1. G. I''ield- 
.lolinsoii, of Vanirouver, as a delegiite of 
the association there who had kindly 
come to attend this meeting. ' 

Mr. Duncan Koss was unaniniouuiy 
called upon to act as secretary of the 
meeting, after Aid. Marchant had been 
excused as he intended to a|)eak ; and 
the petitions being circulated by the 
Anti-Mongolian society were read by 
the secretary. These ask, amongst other 
things, with respect to Chinese that the 
import head tax be raised from ?60 to 
.•fc'iOO ; and as to .Japanese that the ri>si- 
dence retiuired for naturalization be live; 
years instead of three. 

Aid. Clover moved a resolution endorsing 
the pi'titions just read, and advising the 
citizens to sign them. .So far as he was 
personally concerned he had no use for 
Chinese or Japanese either, and he would 
assist in every possible way the movement 
for their exclusion. 

-•Md. I'artridge seconded the resolution; 
and hoped that the sentiments of the work- 
ing classes would be heard to-night to give 
weight to it. 

Aid. Marchant came forward in response 
t,> rrpeuted calls. Though it was no douhl 
an uiipoimlar thinv: to admit, he must 
-lah-llKii he dill ii:>t ai.'ree with a ^rcat 
dral ol' « hat i^ said a;,'ainst thi' Cliinesi-: 
and he instaneeil the al lefral imis in 
Ilie petition that lliey are ini- 
nionil. dishonest and unclean, which re- 
p]-()iielies. he considr-reii. apply I'uimllv to 
many while men. With respect to taking 
money out of tin' Ci)Uiili-\-, he thought that 
a f,'ood deal more is taken by the absentee 
landlords and mortgage holders than by 
the Chinese. He was procecdhi!;, as he 
said, to atlirm his belief, in common with 
.\lil. .Macniillan, that a Chinaman is a 
child of the same (ioil as the white man, 
and to discuss the religious aspect of the 
questiiui, when there were decided si^'us of 
uneasiness, and one Noice remarked 
■'This ain't a prayer meetini:," Aid. 
Marchant said hi! proposeil to discuss this 
suhjecl in his own way, and he proceeded 
lo express surprise that anyone should 
seek to exclude labor from this iirovince, 
whiai the forests and the fisheries all'oril 
sni h abundant opportunities for labor. The 
drift of this remark appeared to be not 
])oi)ular with many in the audience, who 
expressed tlii'mselvos in hisses to such an 
extent that the .Vhlernian continued that 
there never was an audience yet who could 
put him down by hisses, lie asked if the 
meeting.' would not he much more intei'est- 
hlg by reason of his attempt to state " the 
other side " of thi.s Chinese question and 
declared that wh'le he thus cunteniled 
that there is an "other side," he 
at the same time agreed- in 
many respects with the contentions of 
those who do not apjirove of the presence 
of Chinese. .V man certainly has the right 
to chouse his iieii.'hhors, and be frankly ad- 
mitted that be ihou-hl the pi-esi-iice of the 
Chinese would be in war time a menace,

He said he had 
it from a prominent member of parliament 
at Ottawa that British Colunilua has this 
matter entirely in her own hand, and can 
liave whatever legislation she decides up- 
on. He then "read the letter from 
Uiis M. P., whose, name he jdid not 
care to state now as the letter was 
private. It advised him how to proceed in 
the matter of the petition now being pre- 
liared for presentation to parliament, and 
pointed out the necessity for its being a big 
allair. His object in coining here to-ni^,dit 
was to ask Victoria as the capital of the 
jirovince to take up the ipiesliun, as h(^ had 
liecn most anxious to hear tlii^ sentiments 
of this city. He feit it of great importace to 
have Victoria in line with the other cities. 
He ])ointed out is conclusion that the dan- 
ger of .lapanese c()ni])etition will be intensi- 
lied by the steamshiji lines now being liber- 
ally subsidized by the JaiJanesegoverunient 
lo run to this continent. 

The res(jlution endorsing the petitions 
was |Hit by the chairman and carried by a 
standing vote. 

Dwyer moved that ih.- Mayor 
a|)poiiit a committee to cireulati^ the peti- 
tions in Victoria, and this was unanimously 
carried.

CONSTANTINOPLE RIOTS. 

ottoman Bank Seized, by the Armenians as a 
Protest Against the Inaction of 
the Powers. 

Co.NSTASTl.voiM.K, Aug. 28. — Whsu the 
Armenians seized the Ottoman bank on 
Wednesday, Mr. Edgar Vincent and 
some of the othei directors escaped to 
the roof, and when the troops arrived 
the latter flred haphazard at everybody 
appearing at the windows and several 
clerks who were trying to escape were 
killed. Jleantiine hundreds of Mussul- 
mans, armed with cudgels and led by 
the Softas, gathered in groups, overran 
the quarter and killed or assaulteil all 
the Armenians they niet, the scene 
resembling the riots of Septem- 
ber, ISU,"). Several shops in the 
Galata were plundered and n 
panic spread over the whole city, 
two bombs being thrown in the jioor 
(piartor into the niidat of a group of 
soldiers, several of whom were wounded. 
The jieoiile generally were afraid to ven- 
ture into the streets, and the officials of 
the British post ollice were virtually 
prisoners until night, the mail not being 
dispatched. The British fcharge 
d'alt'airea Mr. Michael Herbert, tele- 
graphed to Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish 
minister for foreign affairs, urging the 
complete restoration of "order. 

It appears thai while the Ottomuii 
bank was being attacked circulars were 
delivered at the tliHerent euibas-sies, 
signed by the Armenian revolutionary 
coininittee, declaring that they intended 
to eei/.o the bank and hold it for two 
days, during which they wanted the 
powers to actively intervene in the 
settlemeul of the .•Armenian (luestiou, 
and adding that if the authorities 
trier! to reca|)lure the bank tliey would 
blow it up with all the securities. Mr. 
Vincent went to the Yildi/. Kiosk yester- 
day evening to see the Sultan, and while 
be' was there a message was received 
from the revolutionists saying that they 
were willing to surrender on condition 
that they were allowed to leave thecoun- 
try. Mr. Vincent accordingly returned 
to'the bank and parleyed with the Ar- 
meniaiiB through the window. 

They had revolvers in their right 
hands ami said they held two or three of 
the directors and a number of eiiuiloycs 
of the bank as hostages and that they 
had seized the bank i n order to demon- 
strate — not against the Turks or the 
bank — but against the powers who had 
abandoned the ;\ rnieiiiaiis. Tbey added 
that they had selecteil the Ottoman bank 
because it was the most suitable iilace, 
and expressed their willingness 
surrender provided they were allowed to 
retain their revolvers while yielding up 
the bombs in ttieir possession and receiv- 
ing safe conducts out of the country. 
These terms were aitreed upon and the 
.•\rmenians surrendered last idgbt and 
were coiiveyial on board .M r. Vincent's 
yacht Cnlnare. 

I'f) to four o'clock I bis afternoon it was 
still iui])ossiblc to give the exact num- 
ber of victims of t!ie rioting. In the 
streets between Dolmaliagiche and Top- 
banes it resenibleil a Held of battle. 
Fifty bodies were counted there. The 
city is quieter to-day, but there was 
some renewal of disturbances this after- 
noon and the firing was proceeding when 
this despatch was filed. 

It is stated at Athens that owing to 
the recent riots in Conslantino])le, the 
Sultan has postponed his reply on the 
Cretan iiuestion. The British Consul, 
fearing the consequences, has applied to 
Her -Slujesty's steiunship Hood and 
asked for protection.
